Vietnam

abov e the 20th Parallel, in­ 
clu ding Hanoi. 
The U.S. Command refu sed 
c om m e nt, 
bu t 
other 
American 
informants 
con­ 
firmed

reconnaissance 
operations, which hav e been 
c u s tom a r y 
du ring 
past 
bombing pau ses. 
Hanoi’s statement charg ed 
that U.S. warplanes bombed 
“ many popu lated areas" in 
Hoa Binh prov ince, which is 
ju st abov e the 20th Parallel 
and sou thwest of Hanoi. 
S e v e r a l 
co m ma nd 
spokesmen insisted there was 


no planned bombing cam ­ 
paig n abov e the 20th Parallel. 
They reported, howev er, that 
heav y raids were continu ing 
below the 20th Parallel. 
The 
U.S. 
Com m and 
acknowledg ed raids by B5 2 
bombers within fiv e miles of 
the 20th P a ra lle l, 
bu t a 
spokesman added: 
“ We 
annou nced 
that 
bombing had been limited to 
sou th of the 20th Parallel. 
There’s no chang e. I can’t 
absolu tely deny any thing , bu t 
to the best of my knowledg e 
we are not condu cting aerial 
bombardments north of the 
20th Parallel." 
Based on past similar situ ­ 
ations. this left open sev eral 
possibilities. Some strikes 


were so close to the 20th 
Parallel, that North Vietnam 
interpreted them as being

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Closer Looks At Textbooks Needed 


A Prosaic Year 
the U.N. 
As 1973 begins, we wonder what dramas 
will unfold in the United Nations before the 
next new year arrives. They will not need to 
be much to exceed 
in 
excitement 
and 
significance those which were enacted in 1972. 
No landmark decisions were arrived at in 
the 
1972 
deliberations 
of 
the 
General 
Assembly. And there were no new and urgent 
calls for the United Nations to serve as a 
global policeman. The big action took place 
the year before when a war exploded on the 
Asian subcontinent, Communist China en­ 
tered the United Nations and a new secretary- 
general was selected. 
TH E L A C K LU S T E R 
1972 session was 
shrouded, as one observer described it, in “ a 
fog of compromise.” For example, the Soviet 
Union’s attempt to arrange a world disar­ 
mament 
conference 
resulted 
only 
in 
i 
decision to set up a committee to study the 
idea 
And the United States’ effort to establish 
strong 
enforcement 
measures and 
legal 
action to combat terrorism was frustrated by 
a resolution of the nonaligned states calling 
merely for a study of the problem. 
Although the new African nations were 
undisputed winners in the recently concluded 


session, in that liberation movements were 
accorded recognition and legitimacy beyond 
any thing previously conferred upon them, 
compromise even existed in this area of 
activity. 
In a less than usually hostile manner, these 
nations permitted the secretary-general to 
extend his mandate for continued contacts 
with the government of South Africa over the 
future of South West Africa, and Portugal was 
enjoined 
to 
establish contacts with 
the 
liberation 
movements 
in 
its 
African 
territories. 


P O SSIB LY T H E most animated activity of 
the year was the continuing feud between the 
Soviet Union and the People’s Republic of 
China which always was apparent in debate 
over sensitive issues, and the rather lively 
early battles in the steering committee over 
which items would be placed on the General 
Assembly agenda. 
But, all in all, the 1972 session was a dull one 
which made little impact on the world. We 
would hope the world organization will be 
more 
useful 
and 
accomplish 
more 
of 
significance in line with its high purpose 
during 1973. 
Until the Sun Returns 
If the long-continued period of gloomy 
weather stays with us much longer, citizens of 
northeastern Ohio may have to emulate the 
Norwegians who have had long experience in 
combating the effects of “ the murky time.” 
For two months of each year the people of 
some Norwegian communities north of the 
Arctic Circle never see the sun. During that 
time many become unaccountably tense, 
restless, fearful and preoccupied with morbid 
thoughts as drastic as death and suicide. 
TH E P E O P L E A P P E A R different during 
the murky time, becoming "edgy, com­ 
plaining and sour.” They long for the light of 
the sun <a plaint heard locally many times 
recently) and they condemn the darkness and 
grayness which shuts them out from the 
bright blue beauty of the sky. 
Psychiatrists find that entire communities 
slow down, that the concentration and work 
capacity of people are reduced and that they 
are alw ays fatigued. 
En vy, suspicion, 
jealousy, irritability, egotism and other less 
desirable characteristics of human behavior 
are brought out. 
In one of these Norwegian towns, the sale of 


sleeping pills, pep pills and tranquilizers 
increases sharply during the murky time, 
accidents 
occur 
more frequently and 
psychosomatic illnesses multiply. 
To combat the effect of this period of the 
year the Norwegians turn on all the lights 
they can, for electricity there is cheap. Neon 
daylight tubes are installed over windows, 
streetlights are turned on all day and night, 
and floodlights are used to illuminate vast 
recreational areas. 


L O N E L IN E SS 
is countered by increased 
social activity including dances, parties and 
concerts. Planning vacations in sunny climes 
is a favorite pastime during the murky time. 
Hopefully, the sun will one day return to the 
Salem area. In the meantime, those of us who 
live here might profitably adopt some of the 
techniques the Norwegians have found ef­ 
fective in combating the rigors of the murky 
time. 


One thing to be said for food prices: They 
spoil your appetite and help cut-down on the 
grocery bill.

Medicaid benefits, would 
gain only $200 a month in net 
income by taking a job 
paying $1,000 a month. 
R E P . M ARTHA W. 
G rif­ 
fiths, D-Mich., chairman of 
the subcommittee, directed 
strong criticism at a "night­ 
marish set of rules” which 
not only discourage people on 
welfare from taking iobs but 
sometimes tempt tnem to 
misreport income or to con­ 
ceal it, such as by taking jobs 
that pay cash, in order to 
avoid benefit reductions. 
"Some people argue that 
welfare 
recipients 
do 
not 
want to work and others con­ 
tend there are not enough 
jobs,” she says. "Bu t few 
bother to ask how much the 
available jobs are worth to 
beneficiaries of public pro­ 
grams.” 
Yet there is another ques­ 
tion which few people ask, or 
which nobody seems to have 
the answer to. And that is 
where we should place the 
dividing line between public 
subsidy and private self- 
sufficiency—which, after all, 
is what the regulations are an 
imperfect attempt to achieve. 
If. for instance, an unem­ 
ployed father of three does 
almost as well on welfare as 
he would by taking a job at 


$500 a month, what about the 
employed 
father 
of 
three 
earning $500 or perhaps 
something less than that who 
does 
not 
receive 
any 
hpnpfifs') 
H A VE W E NOT arrived at 
an undesirable state of af­ 
fairs if, even in theory, a job 
paying $1,000 a month 
is 
scarcely worth the taking by 
a person in a certain welfare 
category? 
No one suggests that wel­ 
fare beneficiaries be main­ 
tained at mere subsistence 
levels 
as 
second-class 
citizens. 
Nor does 
anyone 
suggest that present benefits 
be cut in hopes of making it 
more 
worthwhile 
for 
beneficiaries 
to 
seek 
and 
accept employment. 
But the fact is that we can 
never truly equalize the 
living standards or economic 
situation of those receiving 
public assistance with those 
who are gainfully employed 
and not receiving assistance. 
The more we do equalize 
them, the closer we come to 
the paradoxical point where 
not only is welfare more 
attractive than self-suffi­ 
ciency but where injustice 
begins to be done to those 
whose earnings place them 
just above w hatever a r ­ 
bitrary subsidy level we may 
decree.

chief, in 1810 expressing the 
Indian’s attitude toward the 
environment while vainly at­ 
tempting to unite the tribes: 
"No tribe has the right to 
sell 
(land), even 
to each 
other, much less to strangers 
... Sell a country! Why not sell 
the air. the great sea, as well 
as the earth9 Did not the 
Great Spirit make them all 
for the use of his children?” 
Indian oratory, of course, 
did not stay the inexorable 
march of history for an in­ 
stant, as red power advocates 
today could justifiably point 
out. 


Yet times have changed, 
and America has changed, if 
only because the Indian has 
hardly anything left for the 
white man to covet. Surely, if 
eloquence will not touch the 
heart of America, the white 
man’s obscenities which so 
many young Indian militants 
seem to have adopted are not 
likely to.

The first storm of protest

National 
Farm ers Union

Tony 
Dechant 
blasted Mr. Nixon for ending

and Sen. Hubert Humphrey 
said he was shocked by the 
loan cutback

Rep. William H. Harsha, a 
c o n s e r v a t i v e 
O h i o 
Republican 
and 
staunch 
Administration 
supporter, 
was outraged by the farm 
program cutbacks. He wrote 
the President suggesting that 
foreign aid be curtailed

than 
domestic 
programs. 
"Find other areas to cut” 
said Harsha, in a classic 
demonstration of the old 
adage that everyone is in 
favor of economy in govern­ 
ment until budget-tightening 
efforts start to affect a 
program they favor.

Walters also noted the IRS 
is engaged in a crackdown on 
dishonest or incompetent 
commercial tax preparers. A

tax owed, he said. 
He said IR S has 315 tax 
preparers under crim inal 
investigation, has already 
obtained 103 convictions and 
56 indictments.

About 55 per cent of the 


funds will be used to design 
and build new roads.
